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CAR SHORTAGE. 


All the Large Transportation Lines 
Are Already Short of Them. 


The Heavy Grain Shipments Together With an Unusually Large 
Tonnage this Summer Have Resulted in a Scarcity of Equip- 
ment With Which to Handle the Fall Business. 


It is quite evident from present indications that the same old 
trouble of car shortage on the railroads is approaching again, 
and as this condition is growing worse daily, it will no doubt 
be advisable for all paper men to make arrangements now for 
their fall shipments. According to statements made by officials 
of Western railroads, their lines continue to receive more busi- 
ness than they can handle. It is pointed out that since the middle 
of July traffic has steadily increased in all directions until, at the 
present time, there is not enough equipment to give prompt ser- 
vice, and officials are asking themselves how they are going to 
move the immense tonnage which is bound to come later on in 
addition to what they now have piled up in freight houses and 
en route. 

The general optimism expressed everywhere indicates that 
there is nothing wrong with the crops and that we are entering 
upon a period of the greatest business activity ever known, 

Distributors of all classes of goods report increased sales and 
easy collections. It is interesting to note in this connection that 
there is a disposition among interior merchants to load up in 
anticipation of a large trade for the fall and winter. 

A traffic official of the Pennsylvania R. R., speaking of the 
movement of freight over this system said: ‘‘Traffic is increasing 
The only difficulty with which there is to 
contend is a scarcity of cars. Already the shortage has spread 
to many divisions and it is increasing daily, notwithstanding the 
fact that the new cars are being received at the rate of several 
hundred each week. The iron and steel business continues to 
increase in volume and every car available is being used in bring- 
ing the ore from the lake ports to the Pittsburg district. Grain 
shipments are increasing and all the available grain cars are 
being sent westward to hasten that movement. The outlook

NO CHANGE IN LITHO” STRIKE. 


The Employers Have Declared “Open Shop” in All Their Plants— 
The Men Still Remain Out—Little Work Being Done—Sym- 
pathetic Strikes in the Various Branches of the Business. 


The executive committee of the Employing Lithographers’ 
Association met at No. 31 Union square during the week and 
declared an open shop in all branches of the industry. It was 
said that 30,000 men throughout the country are affected by 
this action. 

When the national strike was begun by the Lithographers’ 
International Protective and Beneficial Association, the em- 
ployers declared the open shop in the case of the lithographers 
only. It was officially announced that the open-shop declara- 
tion now affects stone-grinders, feeders and artists and other 
workmen. President Stecher, of the employers’ o> zanizetion, 
made the following announcement: 

“We have decided to extend the open shop to all branches 
of the industry, on account of the sympathetic action taken 
in behalf of the strikers. The result of the declaring of the 
national strike for the eight-hour day has been that the litho- 
graphic artists have presented a demand that overtime be 
abolished, and have refused all offers of arbitration, and the 
feeders have struck in sympathy with the members of the L. I. 
P. and B. A. in Cleveland and Chic» o 

“We have received offers of help from all of the national 
associations of manufacturers, many of our customers being in- 
cluded among the members of these associations. The offers 
have gratified us very much. We consider that our arbitration 
offers were very fair. 

“The strike may never be declared off, but that will not pre- 
vent business from going on. The open shop is already wel

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COMPANY INCORPORATED TO USE FLAG. 





The Montezuma Fibre Company Capitalized for $50,000 Will 
Make Pulp Out of the Heavy Grass Which Grows in the 
Marshes Near Syracuse, N. Y.—Those Interested. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE TO THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 


Syracuse, N. Y., August 14, 1906—The Montezuma Fibre 
Company was incorporated at Albany last week with $50,000 
capital to make paper pulp out of marsh flags, a tall coarse 
gtass growing in the Montezuma marshes. A secondary ob- 
ject is the manufacture of paper generally. Experiments con- 
ducted during the last two years by Eugene I. Kimmey of this 
city, and by the Solvay Process Company have been so suc- 
cessful that the price of marsh land, which has hitherto been 
little more than nothing, has gone up. The new company 
holds more than 3,000 acres of this Montezuma marsh land and 
the Solvay Process Company about 3,500 acres, which includes 
about all the marsh land available in what may be called “the 
Montezuma swamp,” between Cayuga and Cross lakes. 7 

The first experiment of the new company with the hitherto 
wasted flags of Montezuma was conducted in Newark, N. J., 
where a small quantity of the flags were passed through a 
miniature paper machine with a result so satisfactory that 
a ton of the flags was sent to a large papermaking mill at 
Elbridge. A fair quality of paper was the result. Later at 
Skaneateles, and later still at the mills of the Ithaca Paper 
Company, experiments were conducted with success and good 
paper somewhat similar to ordinary manila was made at small 
cost. Since then the company claims to have made a good 
quality of boxboard. 

The Solvay Process Company has been using the Monte- 
zuma flag paper for making cartons, saleratus boxes and pa- 
per barrels. It was in view of the success of its experiments 
with these boxes that the Solvay Company decided to buy 
the great tract of marsh land and to make all of its own paper 
hereafter. 

The crop of flags is harvested in the late summer and mid- 
winter of each year. After being cut it is left for a few days 
to dry in the open, like hay. The dry material is then carried 
by trolley or canal to the mill, where it is baled and stacked. 
When brought to the mill the flags vary in length from six to 
ten feet, but it is immediately cut into small sticks of four to 
six inches. The sticks are carried on a traveling belt to the 
top floor and dumped into a rotary “digester,” which cooks 
them for several hours. This cooking and digesting is done 
by a_ special process that Mr. Kimmey has invented. When 
the stuff comes out of the “digester” it is pulp and ready to 
go through the paper mills and come out as wrapping paper 
or boxboard, according to the treatment it gets. It can be 
bleached to any shades wanted. Also it can be colored with 
sulphite like any other paper. 

The new company incorporated for fifty years, with five 
directors as follows: Edmund N. Huyck of Albany, Ernest C. 
Moore, Augustus C. Stevens, Eugene I. Kimmey and Ernest 
R. Deming of Syracuse. 

The harvest is from ten to fifteen tons of marsh grass an 
acre. Cutting it only makes the next crop ranker. The total 
area of the marshes is about 20,000 acres, of which one-half 
grows this grass. The Fibre Company and the Solvay Com- 
pany have nearly y.000 acres of this and leases on some of the 
rest. What they haven’t got is now held at $60 an acre where 
it was sold only recently for $7. The new company expects 
to build a pulp mill at Montezuma, selling the pulp to paper 
manufacturers. 


Low Water in Fox River Valley. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 


AppLeTon, Wis., August 13, 1906.—After a period of plenteous 
water power of almost unexampled length, it looks very 
Strange at Appleton and points further down the river to see 
the dams dry and the bottom of the river sticking up in places 
which for many months had been well covered. Some com- 
plaint is being made that navigation is being interfered with 
as some of the boats have occasionally scraped bottom in trav- 
ersing the stream. On the whole, however, water power is as 
good as it usually is during the summer and it is only because 
it has been much better for a long time that the contrast is 
now so noticeable. It is possible, however, that it may be 
necessary to make further reductions before long in the use 
of water, and it may be that some of the steam engines will 
have to be started that have long been in idleness.

Funeral of the Late Hiram Allen.

Sanpy Hu, N. Y., August 14, 1906.—The funeral of the late 
Hiram Allen was held from the Baptist Church Tuesday after- 
noon of last week, and was largely attended. Rev. Dr. E. R. 
Sawyer had charge of the services, which were beautifully 
impressive. 

A delegation of 125 employees of Allen Brothers Company 
attended in a body, as did representatives from the Union Bag 
and Paper Company. The Baptist Church officers were repre- 
sented in a body. The Sunday school was represented by 150 
scholars, each member dropping a white rose on the casket 
while viewing the remains. The bearers, George A. Ferris, 
James M. Ferris, R. E. White, James E. Smith, J. J. Kingsley 
and William Blake, were taken from the employees of the 
Allen Brothers Company, their terms of service varying from 
nine to thirty-seven years; the average of the six was twenty- 
five years. 

The honorary bearers were: Hon. C. R. Paris, Major John 
Dwyer, Sandy Hill; William J. Townsend, T. S. Coolidge, Dr. 
George W. Little, Glens Falls; Julius Jackson, Saratoga 
Springs; Alvah Miller, New York city; John Thorpe, Fort 
Miller. 

Interment was made in the family plot in Union Cemetery. 

Hiram Allen was born in Galway, Saratoga county, N. Y., 
January 14, 1831, and removed to Stillwater in 1846, going from 
there to Sandy Hill in 1850 with his parents, Elihu Allen and 
Laura Cornell Allen. Mr. Allen attended the Glens Falls 
Academy, and subsequently received instructions at the hands 
of William McLaren, Sr., at Sandy Hill, and at an early age 
began to show his possession of rare business acumen. In 
1856 he went into business with John W. Hazzard in the manu- 
facture of paper, and shortly after formed a partnership with 
his brother Loren, the firm becoming widely known as that of 
the Allen Brothers Company. 

Deceased was a progressive man, devoted to commercial 
interests and to the welfare of the community in which he 
lived. He was an earnest and loyal Republican, but never 
sought political place, preferring business activity, home asso- 
ciation, and effort in behalf of the Baptist Church, of which 
he was a zealous member, to the turmoil of politics. Aside 
from being a trustee in the Baptist Church, Mr. Allen had 
superintended the Sunday-school work for more than a quarter 
of a century. He was an upright man in all the relations of 
life, and his death will be a general loss. Deceased leaves sur- 
viving him a wife and only son, Marcus C. Allen; and two. 
brothers, U. Cornell Allen and Loren Allen. 
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QUAKER CITY STOCK MEN MEET. 


The Philadelphia Paper Stock Dealers’ Association at Its Business 
Meeting Held on Thursday of Last Week Took Action on 
the Grading of the Felt Makers and on Other Matters. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

PHILADELPHIA, August 14, 1906.—A torrid August evening did 
not prevent the members of the Philadelphia Paper Stock 
Dealers’ Association from holding on Thursday evening last 
an enthusiastic meeting at the Rathskeller, 32 South Fifth 
street. While the session was one principally of good fellow- 
ship a number of important matters were acted upon in the 
business session which preceded the evening of good cheer. 

On behalf of the Committee on Certificates of Membership 
Chairman Hemmingway was able to report satisfactory prog- 
ress. The Committee on Grading Paper Stock reported that 
it had forwarded to W. A. Forman of the Felt Makers’ 
Association the resolution recently adopted approving in the 
main the schedule as advanced by the association, but sug- 
gesting modification in a few particulars. The Stock Dealers’ 
Association desires that there should be incorporated a time 
limit on the provisions in the Felt Makers’ schedule regard- 
ing the imposition of a charge for deficiencies in values and 
for holding for reshipment goods of a quality inferior to that 
of the classification under which they were listed. The Stock 
Dealers also desire to have held open the decision on that 
clause in the Felt. Makers’ schedule which provides that stock 
containing articles of a prohibited matter shall not be pur- 
chased at any price. Absolute rejection of such goods is re- 
garded as entirely too stringent and it is considered that a 
proper reduction in price would fully cover the matter. 

The Committee on National Association reported that num- 
erous inquiries had been received from cities in which there 
is not yet a stock dealers’ association asking that copies of the 
constitution and by-laws of the Philadelphia association be 
forwarded. This has been done. While because of the sum- 
mer sluggishness nothing definite is: expected for some wéeks 
there is no doubt that when Fall activity is resumed a num- 
ber of new associations will be formed and that these will 
join a national association. There is no question but that a 
national association will be formed even though only New 
York and Philadelphia are original members. zg. 2. ¢ 


Creditors of E. J. Cady May Get Forty Cents on Dollar. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Cuicaco, Ill, August 14, 1906.—Forty cents on the dollar is 
the settlement which the creditors of the bankrupt corporation 
of E. J. Cady & Co. will probably receive. Referee in Bank- 
ruptcy Sidney C. Eastman has entered an order recommend- 
ing to Judge Landis of the United States District Court that 
he accept a settlement on that basis. The referee’s order was 
entered Saturday, August 11, and will come before Judge Lan- 
dis when he returns to Chicago next week. There is no 
reason to expect that he will not concur and order the settle- 
ment to be made on that basis. 

“There is no question in my mind but that when Judge 
Landis returns in a week he will order the matter to be set- 
tled by paying forty cents on the dollar,” said Walter C. 
Gillett, president of the Chicago Paper Company and trustee 
for the creditors of the bankrupt corporation. “The bank- 
rupt had the signatures of between 75 and 80 per cent. of the 
creditors agreeing to a settlement on this basis. One or two 
held out for a larger percentage and refused to sign. They 
opposed the settlement a little, though not very strongly, and 
will probably make no further fight. In‘view of the fact that 
litigation will be expensive and the ultimate outcome would 
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probably be less than forty cents on the dollar, Referee East- 
man has recommended settlement on that basis.” 

It is understood that the corporation will be dissolved im- 
mediately after the discharge in bankruptcy is entered. Mr. 
Cady will continue in the paper business as a mill agent.

STOCKHOLDERS WANT MONEY BACK. 


Suits Have Been Started in Texas Against the Orange Paper Co. 
and the Yellow Pine Paper Mill Co., for Return of Mex:

BEAUMONT, Texas, August 9, 1906.—Residents of Dertruii, 
Mich., England and Canada filed suit in the equity division of 
the United States Circuit Court for the Eastern District oi 
Texas against the Orange Paper Company, the Yellow Pine 
Paper Mill Company and E, G. Goodell, J. W. Link, L, Miller, 
F. H. Farwell, E. W. Brown, C. M. Rein and John Dibert of 
Orange to enforce collection of various sums of money paid 
by complainants for stock of the Orange Paper Company. 

In their bill in equity the complainants aver and allege that 
in 1902 the Orange Paper Company was organized with a cap- 
italization of $100,000, divided into 1,000 shares of the: par 
value of $100 each; that in October, 1903, the defendant Orange 
Paper Company and E. G. Goodell, W. H. Stark, J. W. Link, 
C. M. Rein and L. Miller issued and caused to be circulated 
a certain prospectus in which it was set forth that the said 
Orange Paper Company owned twelve acres of land, had no 
liabilities in excess of $30,000 and had just completed its paper 
mill plant with the most improved machinery, fully equippéd 
to do business. Complainants further charge that in the said 
prospectus it was set forth that the said plant had a daily ca- 
pacity of five tons; that its property was worth $100,000, and 
the company would make a net profit of $110 per day. : 

The complainants further charge and allege that they were 
induced to subscribe and pay for stock in the said paper com- 
pany on the strength of these representations. Complainants 
charge that the paper company at the time of the issuance 
of said prospectus owed liabilities in excess of $30,000; did not 
own twelve acres of land and that its entire assets and prop- 
erty of every description was not worth more than $35,000. 

The following stockholders join in the action and ask that 
the defendants be compelled to return the money paid for 
stock: Cameron D. Waterman, sixty shares, for which he paid 
$6,000; Harriet Stringham, twenty shares, for which she paid 
$1,900; George B. Stevens, twenty-five shares, for which he 
paid $2,500; Jennie M. Low, ten shares, for which she paid $900; 
Edward Eade, five shares, for which he paid $500; William J. 
Otter, five shares, for which he paid $500. 

The petition further avers that in September, 1904, the de- 
fendants W. H. Stark and J. W. Link, without authorization 
of the board of directors, but purporting to act for the Orange 
Paper Company, conveyed all property of the said paper 
company under a deed of trust to the Yellow Pine Paper 
Mill Company, a corporation organized in Texas with $200.- 
000 capitalization, to engage in the paper mill business, and 
which is made a party defendant in the suit. 

The complainants pray for an accounting, for a cancellation 
of the deed of trust conveying the property of the Orange 
Paper Company, for an order of court compelling the direc- 
tors and officers of the said paper mill companies to produce 
all their books and accounts and stock stubs and for judgment 
against each and all of the defendants for the amount paid in 
by complainants in purchase of stock and the amounts due 
other stockholders of the said company who are invited to 
join and. make themselves parties plaintiff in this action. 
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MARKET REPORTS ENCOURAGING. 


While Trade Is of Limited Volume, as Befits the Season, There Is 
an Optimistic Feeling That the Fall Business 
Will Be Unusually Large. 





The feature of the New York market at present is the fact 
that the trade is more concerned about the chances for a good 
fall business than about the amount of current sales. Those 
of the dealers who are not away on their vacations are unani- 
mous in their statements in regard to the general quietness 
that pervades the market. Predictions all along the line, from 
the manufacturer as well as the jobbers, are all in about the 
same strain, and point to the fact that every one expects a big 
business when the summer dulness has passed. In the present 
state of the demand even some few members of the trade see 
signs of a strong reactionary movement, which supports the 
old, traditional statement that a good fall business always 
follows a very quiet summer. There are also others who 
adhere to the old principle of following the crop: reports, as 
well as the reports on other industries, and if these fre favar- 
able, as they are this year, they naturally believe that a good 
demand for paper should necessarily follow. There will no 
doubt be a considerabe stiffening in prices when the demand 
does set in, as the present low stock on hand of the consumer 
will cause a rush for first supplies to ensure quick delivery. 
Those of the mills having stock on hand are not forcing busi- 
ness through their representatives, but are inclined to wait 
and take advantage of the rise in prices with the coming of 
the fall demand. .The mills are not averse to taking orders 
for prompt delivery at present prices, but are not seeking any 
time contracts at these figures. 





“Fair Volume for the Season” in Boston.

Conditions governing the local paper market have under- 
gone no change during the past week, nor have trade develop- 
ments shown any improvements. And yet there is a fair 
volume of business for this season of the year, better, in fact, 
than is sometimes experienced in the summer months. Such 
trade as comes to hand, however, is in response to the regular 


demands for routine needs coming in from various sources. 


The local consumption of the many different grades of. paper 
calls for quite a tonnage, even in the hot days of summer. 
Vacation outings, however, still continue to interrupt the free 
movement of trade and traffic, as is reported by traveling 
representatives who, when calling upon their trade, find their 
man “off on vacation.” Even with the Boston jobbing trade 
the “bosses” can’t be found half the time. Some of them are 
away days at a time; others at their desks one day, at their 
beach-home the next. And so will it continue for three or 
four weeks longer, when the prospective fall business will be- 
gin to command closer attention. With sine business 
is not very rushing, although the mills are fairly well supplied 
with orders, some of them being sold up for a month or two. 
Quotations still rule at low figures, the market being weak, but 
prices will naturally stiffen when the fall demand opens.

“A Very Good Week” at Holyoke.

The coarser 
papers have sold well, and the call for ledger papers has not 
been so active. There is a probability that the demand for 
ledgers will increase as the colder weather comes on. 

All of the mills are running in this city, and a majority of 
them in western Massachusetts, although a small number are 
down for extended repairs. 

All of the divisions of the American Writing Paper Com- 
pany are running full and the various departments are busy. 
Trade is reported as satisfactory. 

Business with the Crock-McElwain Company is good, so 
good, in fact, that the company is planning the construction 
of another machine to help out the present one. 

The Whiting Paper Company is running all of its mills on 
good orders, and the business of this company has been ex- 
cellent this month. 

The plant of the Collins Manufacturing Company at North 
Wilbraham has a satisfactory lot of orders on hand. 

The Esleeck Manufacturing Company, at Turners Falls, is 
running on its regular grades of papers, and reports a fairly 
active trade. 

The Carew Manufacturing Company, at South Hadley Falls, 
has a good run of orders, and the Hampshire Paper Company, 
in that town, is running full. Ferry.

Trade continues moderately brisk though there are expecta- 
tions that a decided change will be evident within the next 
few weeks. The strike of the lithographers which is national 
over the country and has already affected about 60 per cent. of 
the trade in Chicago will seriously affect the paper trade, es- 
pecially in the book lines. The strike has been impending 
for more than a year and though it is not wholly unexpected 
it is none the less unpleasant. If it continues for any length 
of time or becomes a total tie-up in the entire trade, its conse- 
quences will be serious. Except for this disturbing factor the 
trade is in a comfortable condition with every prospect for a 
heavy fall run in all other lines. 


“Optimistic” in the Miami Valley. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, O., August 14, 1906.—Business continues satisfac- 
torily for this season of the year. It may, therefore, be said 
to be seasonable, but it is dull. This is quite naturally expected. 
For a fortnight or more the same conditions will probably ex- 
ist, but many mill men are of the opinion that trade will be- 
gin to ‘liven up Jong before the usual fall rush. 

“We have received so many inquiries during the past few 
days that we are inclined to believe something will be doing 
sooner than usual,” said a well-known tradesman; “in any 
event, the future looks good to us and we do not expect any 
disappointments.” 

Another well known member of the trade said: “On all 
sides you hear of activity in machinery circles. Never before 
has the year witnessed a greater degree of prosperity. Every- 
body is busy, but just how much money some of us are mak- 
ing is another question. The fact remains that the next year 
will find plenty of business in all branches of the paper in- 
dustry, but there must be a change in the price lists. It 
is the duty of everyone connected with the trade to boost 
prices. Boost, don’t knock! There is room for all in the 
trade if the price list is O. K.” 
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A third manufacturer who is not given much to talking, 
remarked that there has been little cause for complaint as 
the manufacturers, the dealers, and everybody, have had a 
hand in the manipulation of prices, and all should be satisfied 
with their work, or “keep still.” 

The feeling here is optimistic. In Dayton business during 
the week, in general trade, showed a gain of nearly 17 per 
cent. A greater gain was recorded in Springfield. Hamilton 
and Middletown have had a steady business and the machine 
shops in the first mentioned town are busy. M. V. 


A Feeling of Encouragement in Fox Valley,

Tone of Toronto Trade Hopeful. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Toronto, August 14, 1906.—Generally the tone as to trade is 
a most hopeful one and manufacturers and dealers say that 
if August keeps up as well as July they have no fears but that 
they will have the best year in the history of the Canadian 
trade from the point of view of volume and good payments. 
From the standpoint of prices there is much to be wished for 
and about the only consolation is that prices cannot go much 
lower. The outlook for fall trade is very good and indeed 
with the western and northern parts of Canada expanding 
was they are there is nothing in sight to indicate a slacking off 
in trade. Crop prospects both east and west continue un- 
precedented and general trade is expanding with the growth 
of the country in a most hopeful manner. The success of 
Stauntons Limited, wall paper manufacturers in securing from 
the Dominion Railway Commission a decision that railway 
rates _on wall paper eastbound must not be higher than on 
the same goods westbound has set other men in the paper 
trade thinking. It is said that there is a very considerab‘e 
difference in favor of the eastern shipper on many lines of 
paper. Thus goods may be shipped from Mentreal and Que- 
bec points to Toronto and Ontario points at a much lower 
rate than in the opposite direction. It is very likely some of 
the large houses will bring this before the notice of the Rail- 
way Commission. Paper men here are talking of the stiffen- 
ing up in the price of roll news in the United States, but this 
has not made its influence felt in Canada because Canada is 
producing four or five times as much news print as it con- 
sumes; and exporting to the United States is almost out of 
the question with the present duty. Sn

For building 
papers there is a good market and large volumes of goods are 
being moved. But the prices are still away down because of 
bitter competition.

Swanson Bay, Vancouver, Pulp Mill. 


Victoria, B. C., August 12, 1906.—E. E. Sawyer, chairman of 
the board of directors of the Canadian Pacific Sulphide Pulp 
Company, and J. Yule will go north to personally look over the 
holdings in the vicinity of Swanson Bay. Preliminary opera- 
tions in the establishment of a pulp and paper industry at that 
point have been going on for some time, but greater activity 
is expected to result from the visit of these officials of the 
company. 


Rope and Jute Papers Continue to Advance. 


Quotations on rope and jute wrapping papers are reported 
to be advancing almost weekly. This peculiar situation which 
the consumer is now compelled to face has been developing 
gradually. It has been caused by the scarcity of the raw ma- 
terials. According to present indications the end is not in 
sight and it looks as if these grades of paper would soar to 
prohibitive prices. Consumers are looking about for the most 
available substitute in case of an emergency.

Frequent calls for paper mill work have encouraged the 
firm to establish a special pulp and paper mill department, 
having a separate office, and under the immediate charge of a 
skilled specialist.

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CONNECTICUT IN THE INDUSTRY. 


The Figures for the Intermediate Census Show That $5,892,684 
Are Invested in Papermaking in the State—Value of the Out- 
put $5,039,147—Summarized Reports from 50 Mills. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Wasuincton, D. C., August 14, 1906—While the paper trade 
of Connecticut does not take the leading rank the industry 
shows in some other States, yet it is twentieth in importance, 
having jumped one place during the past five years. During 
the same time the capital invested in the industry has been 
increased from $3,968,152 to $5,892,684, and the number of 
establishments from 49 to 50. At the same time the number 
of wage-earners employed in the industry has been increased 
from 1,425 to 1,750, and the wages paid from $633,413 to $843,333. 
The cost of materials used has been increased from $1,982,080 
to $2,738,430, and the value of the output from $3,565,021 to 
$5,030,147. These figures are for the paper and wood pulp 
industries. ; Pad 

Of the material used in this industry, it will be seen that, it 
is divided between several iterns. That of rags, including 
cotton and flax waste and sweepings, shows an increase from 
7,807 tons, at $253,388, in 1900, to 8,297 tons, at $292,665, in 
1905; of old or waste paper there has been an increase from 
45,446 tons, at $558,024, to 77,698 tons, at $891,915; on the other 
hand, manila stock, including jute bagging, rope, waste, 
threads, etc., shows a decreased consumption in the industry 
from 7,710 tons, at $142,882, in 1900, to 6,041 tons, at $132,584, 
in 1905. The cost of fibre used shows an increase from $307,798 
to $394,282; chemicals have decreased from $182,115 to $135,877; 
the item of rent, of power and heat and fuel has increased from 
$211,752 to $355,500; while all other materials entering into 
the industry have jumped from $326,121 to $535,607. It will be 
seen from the foregoing that the cost of materials was 55.6 
per cent. of the value of the products in 1900, and 54.3 per cent. 
in 1905. 

The products consisted of the following items: In 1900 there 
- were included in the output of the State 7,849 tons of book 
paper, at $756,471, as compared with 6,009 tons, at $585,879, in 
1905; in fine paper there has been a material increase in the 
output, from 2,298 tons, at $361,412, to 6,439 tons, at $864,055; 





on the other hand, there has been a decrease in the amount of | 


wrapping paper turned out, the returns for 1900 showing 14,219 
tons, at $743,747, whereas in 1905 they only show under this 
classification 7,056 tons, at $502,544. The quantity of board 
has increased from 30,762 tons, at $1,158,499, to 64,610 tons, at 
$2,354,053. Of all other paper products there has been an 
increase in the value from $473,467 to $695,800; while of the 
by-products there has been a decrease from $71,425 to $36,816. 

Of the firms reporting, 9 are under individual ownership, 
® are under firm management, and 33 are incorporated com- 
panies; in 1900 the indivdiual ownership took in 20 of the 
establishments, firms 7, and corporations only 22. This shows 
the steady advance that is being made in the amalgamation of 
these interests. Out of the total monetary interests involved, 
$4,476,244 is owned and invested by the incorporated com- 
panies, $802,354 by firms, and $614,086 by individual owners. 
As might be expected, the largest output is that of the cor- 
porations, $3,927,320; firms, $624,513; and individuals, $487,305. 
To further show how the large establishments control the 
trade, it is only necessary to remark that 9 establishments, 
having products Walued at between $5,000 and $20,000, only 
show an output of $137,347; 26 with outputs varying between 
$20,000 and $100,000 had total outputs of $1,374,749; while for 
. the-15-establishments—varying between $100,000 and $1,000,000 
the value was $3,527,051. 


Of the total capital invested at the time of the taking of the 
last manufacturing census, it is shown that $712,800 is invested 
in land, $1,426,959 in buildings, $2,013,885 in machinery and 
tools, and the remainder, $1,730,040, is represented in cash and 
sundries. In all 29 persons are interested in the management 
of the fifty plants, while there are on the payrolls 154 salaried 
employees, to whom is paid $236,048. Of the 1,750 wage- 
earners, 1,451 are men, to whom is paid out $761,229; 203 
women receive $80,856; and only six children under 16 years 
of age are reported, to whom is paid $1,248. The item of mis- 
cellaneous expense is placed at $522,352, of which $6,203 is for 
rent of works, $27,175 for taxes, $487,553 for rent of power and 
light, and $1,421 for contract work. These establishments are 
pretty well scattered throughout the State. 

Next in importance is the printing and publishing industry, 
of which there are 306 establishments in the State, as against 
269 in 1900. The capital invested has been increased from 
$4,278,412 to $4,674,024; the number of persons employed from 
2,131, earning $1,204,992, to 2,449, earning $1,465,658; while the 
value of the output has increased from $4,006,832 to $4,942,189. 
These establishments are subdivided as follows: book and 
job work, 177, as against 153 in 1900; newspapers and periodi- 
cals, 129, as against 116 in 1900. 

The total cost of materials used in 1900 was reported as 
amounting to $998,154 in 1900, and to $1,246,073 in 1904. The 
amount of paper consumed by the newspaper offices in 1900 
was reported as amounting to 9,400,729 pounds, at $213,034; in 
1905 the quantity was 12,478,632 pounds, at $317,912; the cost 
of other paper used in this industry increased from $98,905 to 
$690, 104. 

The 177 book and job printing establishments represent an 
invested capital of $1,951,662, give employment to 1,316 persons, 
and have an output valued at $2,175,102. The 129 newspaper 
and periodical establishments have capital aggregating $2,- 
722,362, employ 1,133 persons, and have an output valued at 
$2,767,087. 

In addition to the industries named above, there are also 
located in the State the following industries: 37 establish- 
ments for the manufacturing of fancy and paper boxes, with 
capital of $1,836,850, employing 130 persons, and with outputs 
valued at $2,768,381; paper goods, not specified, 5, capital 
$73,730, employ 6 persons, and have an output valued at $95,781; 
and one for the manufacturing of wallpaper. Ac 3.72, 


Rock-Bottom Prices on Dry Felts. 


Although C. W. Bell has been separated for over a year 
from the sales end of the paper business, still he has not 
wholly forgotten how to market goods. That such is the 
case can be seen by a perusal of the advertisement of Odiorne 
& Morse Company on page 18. As receiver of that company 
Mr. Bell can only sell for spot cash. His quotations, there- 
fore, should be very low, seeing that the “hazard” element of 
commerce is eliminated in his case. 

Apart from the question of values the originality of this 
method of spreading broadcast a bed-rock price is interesting. 
Instead of whispering the same “special” low price into the 
ears of a dozen, or more, different buyers Mr. Bell uses the 
columns of THe Paper Trape JourNAL in which to cry his 
wares. His choice of methods is certainly an endorsement of 
“publicity” for all with goods to sell. 


The Westbrook (Me.) Board of Trade has recently succeeded 
in getting two new industries to locate there. One is the Keyes 
Fibre Company, and the other is the South Bend (Ind.) Paper 
Bag Company. The Paper Bag Company will employ from 60 
to 100.people. Both companies will locate in the old Westbrook 
Manufacturing Company’s old plant.

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HOFMAN PRAISES AMERICAN METHODS. 


e Distinguished German Authority Pays Tribute to the 
Practical Simplicity of Our Arrangement of Dryers, Also of 
Our Saving in Starting the Machine. 








(Translated for the Paper Trape JournaL by Albert Komp.) 

In Nos. 3, 50 and 99, of 1904, in the Papier Zeitung, it was 
shown that German paper mills, owing to their smaller drying 
surface, were behind the American mills. These dissertations 
have borne the happy results that our German machine shops 
have received an unusual number of orders for enlarging the 
number of drying apparatus, and that the new paper machines 
are provided with considerably larger dryers. 

By installing an increased number of drying cylinders heated 
with exhaust steam, it is found most practicable to have all 
the dryers made of the same diameter, and consequently to 
speed them all alike, thereby avoiding complicated trans- 
missions and regulations. It has Been observed in thousands 
of paper machines during a slow drying process that the web 
will either not expand at all in the length direction or that any 
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the connected steam engine, and performs its task without 
causing any trouble in the production of 400 feet per minute, 
or more, of printing paper. The large dryers have been 
selected with regard to the making of carton. But here, as in 
other places, as Mr. Voith has said, it has been shown that for 
rotation printing or any other paper the dryer cannot be large 
enough. In combination with large dryers, some German 
firms have adopted the use of sail cloth sewed together, in the 
American style. The arrangement of all dryers in groups ot 
not more than ten cylinders does, however, not exclude the 
use of one upper and one lower sail cloth, covering the whole 
drying system, because the transmission of power regarding 
strength of belts and pulleys, must necessarily be divided into 
a division of groups. The papermaker may take his choice in 
the preference of working with shorter wool felts and felt 
dryers, or with long sail cloth belts without felt dryers. 

It would be very desirable and in the interest of progress 
that the manufacturers of paper and those of sail cloth should 
report their experiences. 

Owing to the introduction of sail cloth of any suitable length, 
the making and operating of dryers has been rendered con- 
siderably more simple and easy, for the reason that felt dryers 
are thereby not required. The wet press P, being installed for 
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inconsiderable expansion becomes equalized or made harm- 
iess by the drawing action of the calenders or finishing rolls 
following the dryers. While the Germans, for reasons based 
on theoretical considerations, have arranged their dryers in 
groups of varying speed, the Americans have overcome every 
difficulty in this line by installing three or four times as many 
of the same surface motion, thereby also reducing the difficulty 
of tending the machine. Our German machine makers have 
joined this comprehension; they are discarding the old system 
of groups, and place their dryers in lines. 

In the accompanying sketch we show the arrangement of a 
paper and board machine built by J. M. Voith, of Heidenheim 
on the Breuz, representing a remarkably progressive step as 
compared with former constructions. The dryers I, 3, 5, 7 
and 9 are surrounded with a wool felt running over a felt 
dryer F*, arranged underneath. The felt on the upper cylinders 
2, 4, 6, 8 and 10 is provided on the side above with a felt dryer 
Fk The felt dryers /* to /* and each of the five dryers 11-41 
serve in the same order. There is a coucher P between the 
dryers 30 and 31. The calender K receives the web leaving 
the dryer. 

As customary in America, the machine rests on a vaulted 
floor in the first upper story or loft, and allows sufficient space 
on the ground floor for the arrangement of a large part of the 
driving system. A crane traverses the upper part of the entire 
machine room. Power is supplied by a steam engine of 300 
H. P., making from 45 to 120 revolutions per minute. The 
main belt on the fly-wheel of the engine is connected with the 
main pulley of the paper machine, and this latter travels at 
the rate of from*1&0 to 500 feet per minute. Since the machine 
may be required for making heavier grades of card board, the 
speed can be reduced to from 80 to 200 feet per minute by an 
additional transmissi6n arrangement. 

The entire drying part is supplied with exhaust steam from 





particular purposes, could be omitted in the greater number of 
cases, whereby further simplicity would be attained. Close 
observation of the running paper machine will show that the 
wet presses in many cases are standing still or run idle. In any 
case their proper handling is difficult, and they may cause a 
lot of broken stock. The incurring expense and increased 
difficulty in carrying the sheet are seldom counterbalanced by 
an adequate improvement in the paper produced. Whatever 
may be gained by this press can or will be replaced in almost 
every case by the indispensable operation of dampening and 
calenderizing during the finishing process. 

The 41 drying cylinders of the machine are serving the con- 
sumed steam of the power-supplying steam engine in the form 
of an ideal condensing apparatus. The rapidity of motion may 
be regulated within the limits of 1 to 4 by the adjustment of 
the steam inlet and of the expansion, which is sufficient in 
most cases. In some modern steam engines the rapidity can 
be adjusted within the limits of 1 to 5, even to 6, by a simple 
lever contrivance. Since this perfection has been achieved, the 
expensive starting by electricity of a paper machine is super- 
fluous. 

According to calculations furnished in No. 99, of 1904, the 
above-described machine, producing 25 tons of paper in 24 
hours, would save more than 20,000 marks per annum, as com- 
pared with another machine using live steam and an electric 
starting device. Cart HormMann.

The Report of the German Cellstuff Makers Discloses a Satisfac- 
tory Condition of the Industry in That Country. 


Improvements reported during the year before last have con- 
tinued to prevail during last year. Busy times, higher wages for 
the workmen were, however, interrupted by political disturbances 
in Russia and by unrest caused by the Morocco conference. 

The German export trade has made satisfactory progress dur- 
ing 1905. 

The total importation of the group “Paper and Pasteboard 
Products” (paper halfstuffs, paper board and paper and board 
manufactures), amounted to:

The total exportation of the same group amounted to: 
1905, 263,000 tons, value 138,972,000 marks. 
1904, 250,000 tons, value 127,165,000 marks. 
1903, 245,000 tons, value 121,903,000 marks.

Sulphite is also more extensively used in the manufacture of 
writing and printing stock.

Pennsylvania Box Makers Enjoy an Outing.

READING, Pa., August 13, 1906.—The Pennsylvania Paper Box

med by a large proportion of the workmen. Some remained 

work, and others are going to work daily as fast as they 
alize that no power can prevent their doing so. 

“It may be a fight for a month or for a year. We are not 
considering the time which it will take; we are considering 
the unjust and unreasonable restrictions from which we are 
about to escape. We have counted the cost and are willing 
to pay it.” 

President John W. Hamilton, of the L. I. P. and B. A., said: 

“The strike is remarkable for the firmness with which the 
strikers are stanging together. I have never before been in a 
strike in which at the outset there hhave been so few desertions 
irom the ranks. An unflinching determination to remain out 
until the national strike for the eight-hour day is won is being 
displayed by our members all over the country. The employers 
may issue as many open-shop declarations as they wish, but 
they can never defeat us until they can get men to fill our 
places. We have been preparing for the present strike for 
many years. About half of the men have already obtained the 
eight-hour day from independent firms and are now at work.” 

It was also said at the headquarters of the employing lithog- 
raphers that a number of presses were in operation now in 
this city, and that the majority would be running within a few 
days. Several of the largest establishments where presses 
were said to be running were visited by a representative of 
the Parer Trape JourNnaL, and it was discovered that only 
several machines were in operation but no work was being 
tureed out 


The Litho’ Strike Still On at Montreal. 
(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Monrreat, Canada, August 14,” 1906.—Some sixty skilled 
lithographers in various city establishments went out on strike 
on August 9 at noon for shorter hours. As a result of the 
strike 25 or 30 allied workers will be forced into temporary 
idleness. Some establishments are practically closed while 
others are endeavoring to execute orders with a reduced staff.

Boston Lithographers All Out. 

Boston, Mass., August 14, 1906.—A denial of the statements 
recently issued by the Lithographers’ Employers’ Association of 
the United States regarding the strike of lithographers through- 
out the country was issued to-day at a mass meeting of striking 
lithographers, who are out to enforce a demand for an eight- 
hour workday and the closed shop. The statement declares that 
their old agreement with the Employers’ Association expired 
April 1, 1906, when the new arrangements which they stibmitted 
were rejected. Since that date, they claim, they have worked 
without any agreement. 


Strike Developments at Springfield, Mass. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., August 14, 1906.—Frank FE. Scuilane, presi- 
dent of the local lithographers’ union, has returned from New 
York city, where he was in consultation with the national of- 
ficers. Mr. Scullane said that a good 50 per cent. of the lithog- 
raphers throughout the country are now working on an eight- 
hour day, but that those firms that belong to the Employers’ 
Association appear to be awaiting developments. He is securing 
places out of town for the local strikers, and has already placed 
three. Mr. Scullage, in commenting on the statement of J. L. 
Brooks, president of the Brooks Bank Note Company, said: 
“Mr. Brooks claims that the only issues are the ‘open shop’ and 
arbitration. That is not so. The issue is the 48-hour week. 
If the struggle goes against us—of course there is always a pos- 
sibility that the best-laid plans may go wrong. 


NEWs FROM THE MILLS. 





The new pulp mill of the International Paper Company at 
Livermore Falls, Me., was put in operation several weeks ago. 

Crane & Co., of Dalton, Mass., will install a new beating 
engine in the Pioneer mill, in that town, at once, and arrange- 
ments are already being made for placing it. 

The old paper mills in the Bradford district, Haverhill, Mass., 
that have been idle for the past 10 years, will be torn down im- 
mediately, thus removing a plant which at one time for 15 years 
furnished one of the principal industries of that city. 

A 112-inch papermaking machine will be installed in the mill 
of the Howland Pulp and Paper Company, at Howland, Me., in 
September, tor making manila paper. ‘The mill will be shut down 
the first of the month when the machine will be installed. 

The mills of the Byron Weston Company, at Dalton, Mass., 
which have been down for two weeks for repairs, resumed 
operations last Monday, having been placed in good condition 
for another year’s run. There were many repairs and changes 
of a minor nature made on the plant, which is now in excellent 
condition. 


The O’Keefe-Orbison Engineering and Construction Com- 
pany, of Appleton, has been engaged by the Gilbert Paper 
Company, of Menasha, to take charge of the work of taking 
out the old paper machine and installing the new one which 
is to replace it this month. The work is under way this week. 
The new machine has just been shipped from the works of 
Rice, Barton & Fales. 


The Wisconsin river water-power owners had another meet- 
ing last week for the consideration of plans for the improve- 
ment and development of the river. The Wisconsin river 
power is already, in the opinion of many, the best in the State, 
and it is the purpose of the manufacturers interested, most of 
whom are paper manufacturers, to make it even better and 
more reliable by gradually acquiring possession of the various 
sources of supply and regulating them. 


The rebuilding of the Badger mill, at Neenah, Wis., which 
is being done by the Kimberly & Clark Company, is going on 
on an extensive scale. The entire interior of the mill-is being 
torn out and the apartments rearranged, and the machinery re- 
installed after being rebuilt and put in perfect order. Some 


~ new machinery also is being added. This mill, which is one 


of the oldest in the Fox river valley, has been run on print 
paper, but after the improvements are made will go onto a 
new grade, namely, railroad manilas. 

Representatives of the city of Neenah, Wis., and the water- 
power owners of that city had a meeting last week to argue 
the question of the justice of the new assessment of the 
Neenah water power at a valuation of $100,000, it being claimed 
by the owners that the power had always been assessed in 
connection with the real estate, and that the proposed new 
assessment would be double taxation. The parties to the dis- 
cussion did not agree in their conclusions, and it is altogether 
probable that the question will have to be decided by the 
courts. 

The steam turbine which was placed in the mill of the Mittin- 
eague Paper Company, Mittineague, Mass., some time ago, was 
started Saturday of last week for the first time. It was built by 
the Hamilton Corliss Engine Company, of Hamilton, O., has a 
registered horse power of 300 and makes 3,600 revolutions a 
minute. It is the only engine of its kind in Mittineague and has 
been placed in the Mittineague mill as an auxiliary to and in 
combination with the water wheel and the plain Corliss engine, 
both of which are of 500 H. P. The turbine developed its full 
capacity at the trial Saturday afternoon and will be started again 
this morning for continuous service.

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“Four Busy Months Ahead.” 


Under the heading quoted above, the Wall Street Journal of 
yesterday (Wednesday) morning outlined the reasons for pre- 
dicting a very prosperous run of business till January 1, 1907, 
at least. As there is a strong optimistic feeling in the paper 
trade on the same subject, the editorial of the financial author- 
ity is quoted for the benefit of the trade, so that its members 
can have something tangible upon which to base their confi- 
dence in the continued prosperity of the country. The editorial 
says: 

“At this early date, the abundant crops promise to furnish 
to money, railway rolling stock and to farm labor all the work 
they éan do between this and Christmas. Wheat harvesting 
in the Northwest, threshing of the small grain crops, the cut- 
ting and husking of the corn, the picking of the cotton, and 
the preparation of live stock for the market—all these will re- 
quire diligence without cessation during the four months be- 
tween this and the end of the year. 

“The currency movement of the South and West for hand- 
ling the crops began earlier than usual and is likely to be large, 
in spite of the impression of some banking authorities that 
little of Eastern money will be needed for the purpose. But the 
money centers arevthe natural reservoirs of the surplus in the 
less active seasons of trade, so that when the additional requ‘re- 
ments -of crop-moving develop, it is the surplus centers that 
must feel the effect, either by direct draft or indirectly through 


scarcity created elsewhere. Fortunately for the monetary situ- 
ation, the large crops and correspondingly lower prices put a 
larger proportion of our grain crops than usual within reach 
of European consumers. The deficit countries of Europe 
usually require about 530,000,000 bushels of wheat and some- 
thing like 200,000,000 bushels of corn. They also take as much 
as 9,000,000 bales of cotton. Last year the United States fur- 
nished 117,000,000 bushels of corn, mostly for Europe, and 
about 100,000,000 bushels of wheat, including flour. This year 
the wheat supply can probably be doubled, the corn shipments 
increased, and fully 7,200,000 bales of cotton spared for their 
markets. These three crops would probably: give the country 
a credit of $625,000,000. For the fiscal year ended June, 1906, 
our total agricultural exports were $969,000,000, and.it is easily 
within probability that we shall, for this class of products 
alone, export to the extent of $1,000,000,000 before the end of 
June, 1907. 

“It.is this prospect of lower prices and abundant crops that 
relieves anxiety about the question of monetary exchange, and 
will enable the United States to borrow all necessary funds at 
European markets on favorable terms, unless something un- 
usual should occur.”

Eight Hours of Three Shifts, Six Days Per Week, for the Paper 
Mill Men; Nine Hours for the Day Workers—New Sys- 
tem to Commence Monday, September 3. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE TO THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Bertin, N. H., August 13, 1906—The news reached Berlin 
this week that the International Paper Company has sub- 
mitted to the I. B. of P. S. & P. M. W. a proposition to grant 
eight hours to the paper mills the coming fall and winter 
which is likely to affect the Berlin employees of this company. 
The hours of work of the day men will be reduced, September 
1, from 10 to 9 hours. 

The proposition, as President James F. Fitzgerald says, of 
putting all the day workers in all the mills of this company 
on nine hours, instead of ten, September 1, is “more than 
the most radical of us ever expected and I am sure that all 
the conservative members of our organization will immedi- 
ately recognize that this is one of the grandest and most 
complete victories any organization ever won from any com- 
pany in the same space of time.” President Fitzgerald has 
signed the proposition, 

The following is the proposition submitted by the Inter- 
national Paper Company to its employees: 

1. The International Paper Company declares itself as 
favoring the system of three shifts for tour workers in paper 
mills having sufficient raw material to supply the paper ma- 
chines running not less than six full days each week and 
equipped with the modern machinery necessary to operate 
the system with profit. 

2. We propose to put the three tour system into. such 
plants starting with one paper mill upon the first Monday of 
September, 1906, and continuing with one mill upon the first 
‘Monday of each month thereafter. 

3. Upon June 1, 1907, if any paper mills remain upon the 
two tour system which can operate upon the three tour sys- 
tem with profit, such mills shall be changed to the system of 
three tours within a reasonable time thereafter. 

4. Under the system of three shifts for tour workers, em- 
ployees shall work eight consecutive hours upon each shift; 
shift shall alternate in sequence weekly, the change in tour 
coming at 7 A, M., 3 P. M., and 11 P. M. 

5. Thé! usual running time of the paper machines will be 
from 7 AM. Monday morning until 7 A. M. Sunday morning 
—a period of six days of 24 hours each. 

In case of accident or because of some adverse condition 
beyond our-control, paper machines may be run six and a 
half days per week, the starting time being 6 P. M. Sunday; 
such running to be decided upon by conference with the New 
York office. 

6. The hours of operating pulp mills shall be determined 
by the pulp situation. Pulp mills are to be run six and a 
half days per week when their output is needed, and when 
mutually agreeable to superintendent and employees pulp 
mills may be run the full seven days of the week. 

7. All employees to be paid weekly at established rates per 
hour for the number of hours worked, straight time to be 
paid for overtime, and for work between 7 A. M. Sunday and 
6 A. M. Monday. The new hourly rate of each employee is to 
be determined by multiplying his present rate by 65 (his 
present week), and dividing the result by 48 (his new week), 
same carried into three decimals. 

8. There shall be no strikes or lockouts. All matters of 
dispute shall be adjusted in conference; all parts of the mill 
during any conference to be kept running to their full ca- 
pacity. 


9. The paper company reserves absolutely the right to dis- 
charge any employee because of insufficient service, refusal 
to obey the instruction of a superior, wilful disregard of the 
company’s interests, or the doing away with a position which 
any man may fill. 

10. It is the policy of the company to operate its plants 
as economically- as possible. In order to partially offset the 
great increase in cost due to the three tours, an effort will 
be made in each department of each mill to seduce the crew 
to the most reasonable basis. We will expect our employees 
to lend their co-operation in accomplishing these results. 
When any reorganization occurs employees will be expected 
to perform to the best of their ability any new and different 
duties assigned to them. It is expected that each employee 
shall devote himself exclusively to his work while in the mill. 

11. We propose to adopt for all mills upon the first Mon- 
day of September, 1906, a nine hour day for day workers, men 
to receive the same wages for the nine hours as they are now 
receiving for ten hours. The hours being from 7 A. M. to 
12 noon, and from 1 P. M. to 5 P. M. six days each week.

In the accompanying drawings, which illustrate the application 
of the invention to the stock-vat and cylinder-mold of a wet- 
machine, Fig. 1 is a plan view of the apparatus, part of the same 
being shown in section to better illustrate the invention. Fig. 
2 is a longitudinal sectional view of the stock-vat, showing the 
cylinder-mold in elé¥ation! ‘Fig. "3 is a transverse section of 
a slightly modified form of mechanism. Fig. 4 is a front eleva- 
tion of one of the collars or partitions which form, the inter- 
mediate chamber, showing a packing-ring applied thereto. Fig. 
§ is an end elevation thereof. 

In the particular embodiment of the invention illustrated in the 
drawings, N represents the stock-vat of a standard wet-machine, 
which is adapted to receive the ground wood pulp, sulphite-pulp, 
or paper pulp admixed with large quantities of water and to 
deliver the pulp largely freed from the water to the “felt” R, 
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which runs in Contact with the surface of the cylinder-mold A, 
and thence over the couch-roll O, as will be understood by those 
skilled in the-art. It is desired to have the white water, which 
passes through the wire-cloth with which the cylinder-mold is 
covered, free from pulp or paper fibres, as large quantities can- 
not be used oves again, and the fibres it holds in suspension are 
in consequence lost. 

In machines of this general character it has been attempted 
to prevent leakage between the stock-vat and the white-water 
chamber by providing the end or ends of the cylinder-mold with 
a flanged offset which co-operates with a stationary ring on the 





end wall of the vat, which is usually covered with a felt ring, 
thereby forming a telescoping joint. This in some measure pre- 
vents leakage past the end of the cylinder-mold into the adjacent 
white-water chamber. This arrangement, however, has not 
proved effective, as more or less of the stock eventually works 
under the felt washer and through the telescoping joint into the 


white-water chamber. The essential object of the present inven- 


tion is to obviate this leakage by providing an intermediate 
chamber between the stock-vat and the white-water chamber, 
which effectively traps any leakage or seepage from either the 
stock-vat or the white-water chamber and prevents any ad- 
mixture of the materials contained in the vat and chamber. In 
order to reduce leakage from the stock-vat to the intermediate 
chamber and also from the white-water chamber to the inter- 
mediate chamber to a minimum, suitable packing means are pro- 
vided between the collars which constitute the walls of the inter- 
mediate chamber and the sleeve of the cylinder-mold, through 
which the white water is discharged from the interior of the 
cylinder-mold to the white-water chamber referred to. 
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The vat N is formed within a rectangular tank built from any 
suitable material and is defined by the side walls and bottom of 
the tank and two transverse partitions located intermediate the 
ends of the tank proper. Toward each end of the tank there is 
formed a white-water chamber M, said white-water chambers 
being adapted to receive the white water drawn through the 
meshes of the screen-surface of the cylinder-mold by way of 
the hollow axial sleeves B. Each of the sleeves B at the point 
where it joins the head of the cylinder-mold is provided with 
an offset shoulder H, and at its end which projects within the 
white-water chamber with an annular flange U, having an in- 
turned rim which forms a peripheral edge substantially parallel 
with the cylindrical surface of shoulder H. 

Between the stock-vat N and each of the white-water cham- 
bers M is located an intermediate chamber J, which is defined 
by the extended side walls and bottom of the white-water cham- 
ber and two collars or partitions F and D, each of which is 
divided along a horizontal line and is proveded with a round 
opening to embrace the sleeve B, said collars or partitions F 
and D forming the front and rear walls of the intermediate 
chamber aforesaid.

The Shipments of Paper from the United Kingdom to Foreign 
Countries and British Possessions Show Steady Increases—Im- 
ports of Raw Materials Also Show Improvements.

Lonpon, England, August 4, 1906—The total value of the 
exports of paper, etc., from the United Kingdom last year, 
amounting to £1,909,767, shows a steady increase compared 
with the four preceding years. The shipments during 1905

In a large number of the mills alterations and exten- 
sions have been carried out, and several new paper machines 
have been erected. i 

M. Diamant & Co., of Bruck a.d. Mur, whose mill was de- 
stroyed by fire some months ago, have rebuilt the mill and 
installed a large modern news machine. The partially de- 
stroyed machine has been repaired and erécted in the new 
mill at Pockstein bei Treibach. 

Ignaz Spiro and Séhne, of B6hmisch-Krumau, are erecting 
two new machines. The cigarette paper manufacturers, L. 
and ©. Holub, of Bolders (Tyrol), have added a new machine. 

New machines are also being installed by Ellisen, Roeder & 
Co.; August Fundulus, of Pribyslawitz, in Moravia; and F. 
Schuppler, of Laakirchen. 

The sulphite pulp trade is exceptionally busy, and exten- 
sions are being carried out, among others, by the Silleiner 
Cellulosefabrik; the Kellner-Partington Paper and Pulp Com- 
pany, Ltd., of Hallein; and Villach, Brune & Kisker, of Nes- 
tersitz. A new pulp mill is being built at Drwar, in Bosnia. 

At Tabor it was intended to build a paper and soda pulp mill, 
of which there is at present only one in Austria, with Czech 
capital, but the capital not being forthcoming, it has been 
decided to abandon its Czech character and to consider the 
advisability of erecting the mill on the Elbe.

It has 
hitherto been endeavored to obviate this disadvantage by the

Steam Power from Waste Gases. 

Consul J. I. Brittain, writing from Kehl, states that further 
successful experiments have been made in Germany by way of 
utilizing waste gases. 

In a large cement works in south Germany twelve rotary 
kilns are used. The waste gases from these kilns have a tem- 
perature of about 1,000° F., and further experiments have been 
made as to the possibility of using these gases instead of 
allowing them to go up the chimney. One great difficulty met 
with was the large amount of flue ash and fine raw materials 
which these kilns drive off and which threatem@to clog any 
form of boiler. Special means were adopted for continually 
removing the flue ash. The plant now has eight Of these 
boilers built behind rotaries, seven of which are in constant 
use. They produce steam at about 110 pounds pressure, en- 
tirely from the waste gases, and feed a 450-H. P. engine, which 
drives the whole rotary plant, as well as the coal-grinding 
plant. Whereas 450 H. P. formerly went up the chimney and 
an equal amount had to be produced elsewhere to drive the 
plant, this power is now entirely gained from the waste gases 
and will materialy reduce the cost of fuel for manufacturing.

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RESIN IN CHEMICAL PULP. 


Results of Tests Indicate That the Proportion of Resin Is 
Higher in Bleached Pulp Than in Unbleached. 


A resume of the researches of the laboratory of Gross-Lichter- 
felde and those of Professor W. Herzberg, on the percentage of 
resinous substances in different chemical wood pulps will be 
found of interest. The occasion which gave rise to these re- 
searches. was a dispute between a paper manufacturer and the 
pulp dealers. The pulp rejected was of bisulphite cellulose, pre- 
pared by the Ritter-Kellner process. .The paper manufacturer 
complained of too large a proportion of resinous substances in 
the more recent instalments received. 

Five samples were submitted for analysis. The results were 
similar to those obtained from previous orders. In the first 
case the average was 0.60 per cent., and in the second, 0.65 per 
cent. The deviation was not, therefore, very important between 
the different instalments. These investigations suggested to 
Professor Herzberg the idea of making other analyses of this 
kind. A dozen paper factories sentgn samples. The pulp dried 
in the air (65 per cent. of atmospheric moisture) was exhausted 
by ether, with the aid of the Soxhlet apparatus. The following 
figures: were obtained:

In fine, these results indicate that, as may be expected, the 
proportion of resin is higher in the bleached pulp than in that 
not bleached. The different processes for preparing bisulphite 
pulp do not exercise, judging from the figures, great influence 
on the quantum of resin. The average of sixty-nine analyses 
gives a proportion lesg than one-half per cent. of resin. We 
may, therefore, calculate approximately that the bisulphite pulp 
contains one-half per cent. of resin. 

In the soda pulp the proportion is not so high. Twelve analy- 
ses have indicated less than 0.1 per cent. without scarcely a 


single exception. The average is about 0.04 per cent. The dif- 
ference, therefore, between the proportion of resin in the bisul- 
phite pulp and the soda pulp is sufficiently great to say that, 
in case of doubt, it is allowable to draw important conclusions 
from the results of an analysis of this kind—Le Moniteur de la 
Papeterie. 


Canada May Supply Germany With Lumber. 


WINNIPEG, August 13, 1906.—G. Spaltcholz, a member of the 
big lumber firm in Dresden, Germany, is. here, en route to 
British Columbia, with a view to securing a source of supply 
for their business from British Columbia mills. The advance 
in prices, he says, has:made trade with the United States no 
longer possible, and he hopes to be successful in establishing a 
Canadian connection. The possibility of such trade, he says, 
is practically unlimited. However, he says the tariff war with 
Germany is liable to hamper him in his efforts. 


Niagara Mill of L. P. Gets Its Wood from Quebec. 
[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Niacara Fars, N. Y., August 14, 1906.—The Niagara Falls 
amill of the International received another big cargo of pulp 
wood this week. The steamer Strathmore, with the barges 
Winnipeg and Augustus, arrived from Three Rivers, Que., 
loaded with pulp wood consigned to the company, The logs 
were placed in-the.- boom on-the upper Niagara, ready to float 
down to the mill before the river freezes. Nearly all the pulp 
wood which the Niagara Falls mill uses, now is coming from 
Quebec. Formerly it was floated down on the company’s boats 
from Michigan. W. E. T. 


Too Much Money Causes Strike. 


Darton Mass., August 13, 1906—Announcement was made 
late last week that the strike of young women platers employed 
at the “Government” paper mill at Coltsville has ended, and 
that the ten figuring in the “walk-out” had returned to work 
at the terms offered by Crane & Co. The trouble was caused 
by the company voluntarily raising the wages of the plater 
girls from $1.15 to $1.20 per day, and the sorters from $1.15 to 
$1.25. The company held the positions open until yesterday, 
when it was intended to engage other help providing the 
strikers did not return to work. Labor trouble is unknown in 
Dalton, and the action therefore of the young women in leaving 
the mill did not meet with the approval of the public. 


Black-Clawson Company Needs More Room. 
(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, O., August 14, 1906—The Black-Clawson Com- 
pany, of Hamilton, requested the Hamilton council to vacate 
a portion of North Second street.

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BLEACHING PULPS. 


Clayton Beadle, Commenting on the Recent Lecture by Dr. Klein, 
Points Out a Misleading Statement —The Amount of Bleach- 
ing Effect Produced by a Given Weight of Chlorine. 


I have read with much interest Dr. Klein’s contribution to the 
Society of Public Chemists, in which he gives an historical re- 
view of the developments which have taken place, a transla- 
tion of which under heading of “Bleaching Pulps” appeared in 
the World’s Paper Trade Review, of June 8 In one or two 
instances the work of Cross and Bevan and my own work has 
been touched upon. 

In regard to my own experiments in connection with the 
keeping qualities of bleaching powder solutions, these have 
been investigated by others, and, as.far as I know, the results in 
no way conflict with my own, although it is impossible to draw 
a parallel between the work of the different investigators, be- 
cause the conditions under which the expetiments were con- 
ducted in no way resemble one another. Although, as I con- 
cluded, the temperature had a good deal to do with the rate 
of decomposition of the solution, the presence of light also 
appears to be an important factor. Thus, in a store tank con- 
taining bleach solution, say, at 12 to 6 degrees Tw., if the same 
be exposed to the direct rays of the sun, the rate of decomposi- 
tion is accelerated. Under certain conditions, on the surface of 
the bleach solution in a store tank, there is either hypochlorous 
acid or free chlorine given off which makes itself evident by the 
pungent smell produced. It is a common matter of observation 
also that a crust is formed upon the surface of the liquor. This 
is presumably due to the carbolic acid of the atmosphere pro- 
ducing carbonate of lime with the free lime and base of the 

’ calcium hypochlorite. In the latter case, hypochlorite acid or 
free chlorine is evolved. It is important, therefore, to keep the 
solution cgel, to keep the fays of the sun Off; and to prevent the 
action of carbolic acid of the atthosphere. The two latter pre- 
cautions can be secured by putting an air-tight lid on the tank. 

The point to which I desire particularly to refer is the refer- 
ence made to Messrs. Cross and Bevan’s work in connection 
with the Hermite process. I consider that Dr. Klein’s remarks 
are misleading. Hurter, who, after the publication of Messrs. 
Cross and Bevan’s first paper on the subject, made an investiga- 
tion of the Hermite process, very severely criticised Messrs. 

~*@ross®and Bevan. His criticism was"chiefly based upon the 
amo@ft of chlorine given off per amipéte hour. This must n6t 
be confounded with the bleaching efficiency, i. e., the amount 
of bleaching effect produced by a given weight of chlorine. This 
was very thoroughly tested by Professor Pictet, Cross and Bevan 
and myself. I saw many of Cross and Bevan’s results and had 
long conversations with M. Hermite and Professor Pictet; in 
addition to which I independently examined into the process 
when these gentlemen were not present and took my own read- 
ings, both in a small beater attached to the electrolyzing tank, 
and in a large beater holding from two to four cwts. Hurter’s 
criticism about the bleaching efficiency is entirely unsupported 
by any experiments that he did. His paper was a very fine one 
from the point of view of the amount of chlorine yielded per 
ampere hour, but as he did not investigate the other and equally 
important point of bleaching efficiency, his data was incomplete; 
but Hurter’s paper drew forth another one from Messrs. Cross 
and Bevan, in which they very well vindicated their positions 
although in certain particulars they were perhaps hardly justi- 
fied in the conclusions arrived at in their first communication. 

It is an undoubted fact that the bleaching powder is one of the 
least efficient of all bleaching chemical substances, notably the 
electro-chemical equivalent of chlorine on Faraday’s law. At 
the close of the controversy Cross and Bevan were supported 


by Sir Henry Rosoe and others. The discussion and papers 
might with advantage be read by students who desire enlighten- 
ment on the chemistry of bleaching, because although much 
valuable work has been done since that time, the subject of 
bleaching efficiency has not been materially advanced. If some 
process could be discovered by means of which the bleaching 
efficiency of ordinary bleaching powder solutions could be, say, 
doubled or trebled, qua bleaching, it might be worth more than 
all the electrolytic processes put together. From what is already 
known, such a thing is quite feasible of accomplishment. I 
make these references because Dr. Klein’s brief remarks di- 
rected to this subject might convey quite a wrong impression 
to those unacquainted with the circumstances. Five pounds of 
chlorine (oxygen) derived from ordinary bleaching powder so- 
lution are required to do the work of three pounds derived 
from the Hermite solution; but the result is all the more ‘sur- 
prising when we come to a body like permanganate potassium 
which I have had occasion to thoroughly investigate for its ef- 
ficiency. Taking equal weights of oxygen in the two cases, per- 
manganate has five and a half times the bleaching efficiency of 
ordinary bleaching powder. I have endeavored to suggest the 
reason of such a great difference between these two substances, 
see “Chapters on Papermaking,” Vol. 2, page 119, stich as the 
production of ozone or nascent oxygen in the one case and the 
formation of ordinary oxygen in the other; the former having 
powerful bleaching qualities and the latter none, and as the 
ozone or nascent oxygen can pass into the ordinary oxygen it 
would account for the electrolyzed solutions losing their quality 
on keeping without losing their chlorine strength. It also 
accounts for the greater rapidity of the bleaching action with the 
electrolyzed solutions and permanganate, as compared with’ that 
of ordinary bleaching powder solution. If these points could 
be more thoroughly and scientifically investigated by those*who 
have the necessary time and means at their disposal, it®may 
prove fruitful of discoveries of the utmost consequence ‘ogee.

PAPER.—The sonia quietness still continues, and in con- 
sequence the movement of supplies is very limited. The con- 
ditions of the trade are apparently a little stronger, as there 
are only a few weeks left of the dull season. With Septem- 
ber 1 so near at hand, the quotations on the various grades of 
paper are probably a little firmer in tone. Book and Tissue 
papers, which have been the very weak grades for some time, 
will require a heavy demand to restore them to a normal basis. 
The increased fall advertising which the newspapers ought 
to be carrying shortly should help the news situation. With 
the return of people,to town and the general resumption of 
business the demand for paper of all grades should show a 
substantial increase, and until then business with the dealer 
will improve very little. On the other hand, the mills will 
experience this increase in advance, as the large consumer and 
dealer will have to have stock beforehand. As buyers have 
been rather conservative in their purchases of paper during 
the summer months, it is believed that this conservatism will 
be displayed in future buying and that the increased demand 
will appear gradually. By others this statement is disproved, 
as they claimed that the present low stock of the dealer, as 
well as the consumer, will necessitate a rush for supplies all
